PRESIDENT MOLINA AND HIGH MEMBERS OF HIS CABINET MADE AN UNEX- 
PECTED VISIT OVER THE WEEK-END TO PANAMA TO PARTICIPATE IN 
THE INAUGURATION OF SEVERAL PROJECTS AT THE INVITATION OF GEN- 
ERAL OMAR TORRIJOS. 

IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS FROM MEMBERS OF THE PRESS, THE SALVADORAN 
FOR MINISTER MAURICIO BOROGONOVO PHOL, WHO IS ACCOMPANY- 
ING PRESIDENT MOLINA, SAID THAT IT WAS TOTALY FALSE THAT SALVADOR- 
AN FORCES HAD ATTACKED HONDURAN TROOPS OR POSITIONS ALONG THEIR 
GEOGRAPHICAL BORDER. "THE SALVADORAN GOVERNMENT, - HE ADDED", 
ISDETERMINED TO REACH A DEFINITIVE SETTLEMENT OF ITS 
DISPUTE WITH HONURAS AND IT IS EXPECTING THE ARRIVAL OF SOME 
20 OAS MILITARY OBSERVERS TO ENFORCE THE SAN JOSE PROTOCOL ALONG 
THE FRONTIER TO CONSOLIDATE PEACE IN CENTRAL AMERICA." 

THE FACT THAT THE SALVADORAN CHIEF OF STATE AND SEVERAL MEMBERS 
OF THIS CABINET WERE IN PANAMA REFLECTED THE PEACEFUL CLIMATE 
PREVAILING IN EL SALVADOR. SOME CENTRAL AMERICAN POLITICAL 
ANALYSTS POINTED OUT THAT IT "WOULD BE ILLOGICAL THAT EL SALVADOR 
COULD BE ON A WAR-FOOTING WHILE THE PRESIDENT OF THIS COUNTRHX 
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WAS TRAVELLING ABROAD." IN A RELATED COMMENTARY, LA PRENSA 
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GRAFICA EDITORIALIZED TODAY ON THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN EL SALVADOR 
AND HONDURAS TO CREATE A DEMILITARIZED ZONE TO PREVENT MORE ARMED 
CLASHES ON THE BORDER. ACCORDING TO THE DAILY. THE RESPONSIBILITY 
TO REACH PEACE RESTS WITH THE ARMIES OF BOTH COUNTRIES. "IT 
IS THE BEHAVIOR OF THE TROOPS OF BOTH COUNTRIES THAT ULTIMATELY 
WILL MAKE IT AN EFFECTIVE CONCILIATION*"
